TWENTY CENTS 


A wild chase through Burlington 
was brought to an abrupt end, 
Saturday afternoon, when a 
Wilmington police cruiser 
deliberately rammed into the side 
of a fleeing vehicle. Officers 
McCue and LaRivee captured at 
gun point. two hoodlums who had 
been in the stolen car. an Olds 
Cutlass. after pursuing them on 
foot through the neighborhood. 

Officer Robert LaRivee cap- 
tured one youth at gunpoint in the 
rear of the Huntley home, at 109 
Burlington Avenue. Officer David 
McCue captured the other youth, 
wanted by the Boston police for 
murder 

McCue captured the youth in the 
cellar of the Gonzales home, at 9 
Marion Street. where the youth 
had tried to hide. The Gonzales 
family were at home at the time. 

The car had been stolen in 
Billerica at about 4 pm and was 
seen in Burlington by Officer Dick 
Glejzer. Glejzer attempted to stop 
the car. but the driver eluded him, 
driving off at a reported 70 mph 
speed. The driver edged over to 
County Road, which leads into 
Route 62, and on that road struck 
down two pedestrians, while at the 
70 mph clip. 

Glejzer. who was pursuing the 
two men, stopped his cruiser to aid 
the injured youngsters, meanwhile 
radioing the news of the chase of 
the car. He administered first aid, 
and stayed with the two young peo- 
ple until the arrival of an am- 
bulance. Lisa Caramanis. 16, and 
Mark Flyer. 19. both of Burlington, 
were taken to the Choate Hospital 
in Woburn. Flyer was bleeding 
from the ear. and it was feared 
there was a skull injury. It turned 
out to be lacerations, but he does 
have to return for surgery. 

The two car thieves. meanwhile 
had sped down Route 62 towards 
Wilmington. LaRivee and McCue 
drove to the corner of Burlington 
Avenue and Marion Street, to set 
up a road block. just as the stolen 
car arrived 

Officer LaRivee was the first to 
see the fleeing car. The driver of 
the car tried to go around the 
heavy afternoon traffic by driving 
up onto the sidewalk, at a high rate 
of speed 

Officer McCue. to stop him, 
drove his cruiser into the left rear 
end of the Cutlass. The yellow car 
spun around, and took off across 


Nee Park. and onto Marion Street.

Wilmington’s Town Manager, 
who is highly sensitive to the 
problem of damaged police 
eruisers. has approved of the 
damage done to the cruiser Satur- 
day afternoon. incurred while cap- 
turing two hoodlums. 

“If vou damage a police cruiser, 


that’s the way to do it” Sterling 
Morris told the Selectmen Monday 
night 

The selectmen were unanimous 
in their praise of the officers. 
McCue and LaRivee. McCue had 
rammed the car of the fleeing men 
twice. 


The car stopped. about 100 yards 
down Marion Street. near the gar- 
age of the old Musolino family. 
now owned by the Hill family 
MeCue, pursuing. rammed the car 
a second time. 

The two youths took off on foot. 
\fter the capture by McCue and 
LaRivee. they were taken back to 
their car. where a 22 automatic 
pistol was found 

Both men gave false names at 
the police station Inspector Danny 
Ballou. Lt. John [mbimbo and Of- 
ticer Bill Gable soon established 
their identity 

Both have long police records. 
and outstanding warrants for their 
arrest have been issued in 
Winchester. Woburn, Cambridge 
and Somerville on a variety of 
charges 

One of the youths was released 
to the Boston police Monday mor- 
ning. after a court hearing. on a 
murder warrant. 

One of the two is sixteen. and the 
other seventeen. The sixteen year 
old is being arraigned in Woburn 
Court today on a charge /of par- 
ticipating ina pistol hold-up of the 
Ramada Inn in Woburn last July

One year moratorium in 
school building program 


The recommendations of School 
Supt. Walter Pierce. that there be 
4 one year moratorium in the 
school building program was 
accepted by the School Com- 
thittee. in its meeting last week. 
‘It was also voted that there be no 
additional renting of facilities 
within the same time. 

Essentially. the school depart- 
iment will now use only the present 
facilities during the 1976-77 school 
vear The Permanent Building 


Committee has been so notified 
Pierce, told the School ' Com- 
mittee that the financial and 
economic picture facing the people 
of Massachusetts is one in which 
there is'a crisis at the state level 
No appears to be able to 
predict with any degree of ac- 
curacy what assistance. if any. 
will be available to cities and 
towns. Clearly it does not appear 
to provide conditions conducive to 
recommending any type of new 
sehool construction.” 


Refunds coming from 


Light Bills 


The Boston Edison Company has 
refunded $559.376.41 to the Reading 
Municipal Light Department. 
which serves the Town of 
Wilmington. The refund is the 
result of five years of litigation. 
which began when Boston Edison 
increased Reading's wholesale 
power cost. on May 1. 1970. 

Reading has the money. but 
there is a slight catch. Boston 
Edison is appealing to the United 
States Court of Appeals. and if 
successful might be able to recall 
some of the money with interest. 
Reading Light is therefore holding 
onto the check. and is asking their 
Washington attorneys for advice. 


When the refund is clearly the 
property of Reading Light the 
money) will be refunded to its 
customers. in direct proportion to 
surcharges paid during 1970 and 
1971. and to the customers of that 
period, Surcharges on the 1972 bills 
have already been credited back to 
the customers, during October and 
November of that year 

Reading Light has been con- 
testing wholesale light rate cases 
tor years, with no success to 
report. The board hopes that other 
vases. presently before the 
Federal Power Commission, will 
be settled soon, with the current 
case 'S-L) asa precedent.

Officer George O'Connell. one of 
three Wilmington policemen in- 
volved in an accident in 
Tewksbury last week. is in poor 
condition in St. Joseph's Hospital, 
in Lowell.

He is reported to be in a 
paralytic condition. in the lower 
part of his body. and to have a 
tingling feeling in his fingertips.

Herman Peitzsch served 
with Felix von Luckner 


Herman W.C. Peitzsch. 285 
Burlington Avem. Wilmington 
died. Mondah morning. in the Con- 
tinuing Care unit of winchester 
Hospital. He was 8 years old and 
had been in ill health for some 
time. 

Born in Hannover. Germany. 
Mr. Peitzsch had served in the 
Imperial German Navy before 
World War I. and in World War II 
has served in the Massachusetts 
State Guard. He had been a resi- 
dent of Wilmington since 1930, 
where he was well known as a self- 
emploved appliance mechanic. in 
the days prior to World War II. and 
when he also had a gas station in 
front of his home. 

In World War II he served as a 
maintenance mechanic in Fort 
Devens. 

Sixty-five years ago. in Ham- 
burg. Germany, while serving in 
the German merchant marine, Mr. 
Peitzsch was drafted into the Ger- 
man Navy, He trained at Kiel. and 
was assigned to duty in the sub- 
marine service. 

The German submarines. four 
years before World War I were 
crude kerosine burning vessels. 
Peitzsch served three weeks. and 
then was doomed to have too weak 
lungs for such service, and was 
transferred to surface vessels. 

he served as a seaman gunner, 
on a heavy cruiser. the SMS 
Sleschvig Holstein. The officer in 
charge of the battery in which he - 
served was Count Felix von 
Luekner. later to achieve inter- 
national fame because of his World 
War [ command, the sailing ship -

E 
Herman’s three years of service 
were completed in 1913. and in 1914 
when World War I started he was 
serving again in the German 
merchant Marine. on the SS 
\merika. He was interned in the 
port of Boston. where a total of 51 
German ships were interned« 
When the US entered World War 
I. in 1917. Mr. Peitzsch and the 
other German seamen in Boston 
were given an option - go through 
US Emigration and become bona- 
fied emigrants. or else be interned 
in a prisoner-of-war camp. 
Herman opted for US 
citizenship. a decision he never 
regretted.
